Ten Cents Per Bnshel to He Charged 
For nheat Threshing and IS^i 
Onis Charged For Kv^— ],a- 
bor Prices Also Fixed. 

One of the best attended and moat 
Interesting meetings of Mason coun- 
ty farmers held In Maysvllle In recent 
years was that of Saturday afternoon, 
when at -the call of County Food Ad- 
ministrator W. D; Cochran wheat 
growers and threeWers from every 
precinct of the county gathered at the 
Courthouse lo discuss various prob- 
lems they will have to face begin- 
ning this week when the threshing of 
the big cTop Is started. 

In several sections of the state of 
Kentucky, It was stated by Mr. Coch- 
ran, there had hc^n (lilficulties arise 
between the farinc-s and the thresh- 
ers as to the prices charged for the 
threshing and,. the wagee paid the la- 
borers at the' threshing machine and 
Bimilnr meetings had been > held at 
which all of the dilTcrences were ud 
Ju-^ted proi)Orly. It had been suggest- 
ed ttuit such B nicctinn be held lieie 
before the threshing season was be 
gun so that there would be nothing 
arise to discourage the raising of a 
larse crop of wheat next season. 

It was stated hy both the feirmeiT 
and the thresl^erp, at the opening oi 
the meeting however, that there was 
al present no dIfQculties between 
I hem nnd that there was none expect 
ed. 

It was tliought best, though, to liavc 
a thorough undersiaiidlng before tl 
threshing season opened and a com- 
mittee cppslsting r>t six wbpat grow 
era atid Ave thresher^ was" appointed 
to agree on a reasonable price to be 
charged for threshing In all jjarts of 
the county. Messrs. Chariest Kliodes 
of llehna; Charles Owens, of Lcwls- 
Imrg; Wllljnm O. Galbralth, of Mays 
lick; Frank Boyd, of Minerva: Paul 
Durrett and Phillip Qallensteln, of 
Washington, were appointed on tli 
conimiitee to re|ircfient the growers 
and M('.-,sr-<. David L. Hunter. .lolin 1 
Clailirook. James nranuon. .lanie- 
Lurley and Henr>- Fizer ropresentcl 
the thrcSbere. 

The committee retired and Ip e 
voiy few minutes came to an agree 
niont. T.ast season cliarr.es for IhreBh- 
ing in .Mason county ranged at from 
16 to 25 cents a sack hut in view of 
the increased cost of operation it was 
auroed to charge 26 cents a sack or 
111 cents a bushel for threshing wheat 
and ."!!) con's a suck or 12'4 cents 
liiishel for threshing rye. It was un- 
derstood that tills price waa lo Ix 
cish as soon ns the work wos com 
ple,ted and that •he farmers who own 
the rrop being thteshed mustjianl the 
water to the threshing machine. 

Mr. Cochran called the. fanners' i;t 
tcfiilon to the new vagrancy law re 
contly passed by the Kentucky State 
I.«glslature and Just becoming effec- 
tive that all able bodied men in the 
state lietweon the ages of 16 and 6( 
must do al least 36 hours work a 
week. Mr. Cochran suggested that 
llic fanners organize themselves Int 
committees in their various precincts 
and that they report to the county 
and city officials all those who are 
not doing a full days work every day. 
Labor PrIreM 
The matter of prices for labor at 
the threshings was then Vroughi up 
and k was Anally decided that the 
untform price for the entire county be 
fixed at I2.B0 per day for Held men 
and $S per day for sack nnd straw 
men. Ilesidcs this tliey arc lo ho fur- 
nished lioard durini; the threshinp: 
period. 

The amount of time lost in thresh- 
ing outflts skipping or passing over 
fields and then backtracking was 
brought up and thoroughly dlscnssed 
and it was decided that there would 
be no skipping but that each man 
would he permitted to have lils entire 
crop of grain threshed out at the 
same time even if he bad to move the 
outfit from one field to another and 
was compelled to pass a crop of grain 
in transferlng from one field to an- 
other. 

The matter of sacks waa discussed 
at length and It was finally decided 
that although a serious shortage ex- 
isted in this section the handling of 
the sacks to be furnished by the grain 
dealers will bo done in such a man- 
ner as to keep plenty of sacks on 
hand for the farmers at all times. 

The matter of screening the grain 
was left up to the farmer to decide 
for himself.

AMEBIOA'S DEBT TO FBANOE 

The glory whicli France has won and ia stiul winning in this 
great war for human liberty, as luminous as it is, cannot obliterate 
the achievements of some of her sons in other wnrs no can it cause 
grateful Americnns to forget llip debt of grntitudp which they owed 
to Franco before this bloody contest was begun. 

In an old book, now out of print, entitled "The Heroes of the 
Revolution," is fomul nii jipcoiiiit of mii interview between the Jlar- 
quis de Lufuyettt' and lli'iijiunin Franldin, tlien the American Com- 
missioner to France. 

Tisfayette, in common with many otiier brilliant young Fv ncii- 
men of nobte blood was deeply interested in the struggling colonies, 
and he indicated to Franklin his purpose to offer his sword to the 
revolutionists across the seas.

"The more hopeless your cause," said he, "the more occasion is 
there for my assistance, the more honor shall I acquire by bestowing 
it." 

Another speech made by Lafayette uiiieii must have, made a 
profound impression upon the patriots of colonial days was when he 
presented himself to the American oCngress then in session at Phila- 
delphia and tendered his serviees lo tlie youthful iintion. 

"I am come," said he, "to rec|udst two favors of this assemitluge 
of patriots. One is that I may serve in your army.; the other, that 
I receive no pay.-'

spirit of the generous and <'liiv:ilr()iis Miir(|iiis de Ijiifayette ean now 
loow down upon the battle fields of liis i)eioved country and see with 
joy the blood and treasnre which America is pouring out so freely 
i nthe joint strnfj^'le wliieh tlie men in Iihie and tiie men in kliaki are 
making to preserve tliosc ideals for wliieli the warriors of 76 gave 
so generously of their lives and ilii-ii- sulistanoe. *

The result 
will 1)0 more coney for llie Covern- 
ment to ruii llie v,ar, iiu reused ac- 
oiimulalioii of savlTii;se by tlie people 
nt good interest and iilisoliite security, 
and less drain on the country's pro- 
ductive and liulustrial resources" 

Arthur T. lladley, president of Yale 
I'niverslty, says: "Those of us who 
are left at home must increase our 
production and lessen our consump- 
tion in order to have men and sup- 
plies arallable for flghtlng. We must 
reduce our consumption to a war 
basis. We must abstain from unne- 
cessary expenditures in the way of 
comforts and services." 

Julius Rosenwald, president of 
Sears, Roebucke ft Co., and now n 
member of the Advisory Commission 
of the Council of National Defense, 
says: "Saving by everyone is as im- 
perative for the winning (.f this war 
as is Hie nioliilizing of armies; more 
than ili:it, ilie inoliilizing of armier. is 
entirely fuliU^if this mililary sleji is 
not aceomiiaiiieil hy the rit;orous. 
common sense snvlim of tlie .Nation, 
for witlioiit saving the marshaled 
liosis can not he eciuipped. can not he 
fed. can not he carried overseas, and 
can not lie put Into the flght. We 
can finance the enormoua cost of this 
war by spending only for the things 
we need, not by spending for the 
things we desire. Just so long as we 
continue to spend for things we do 
not need, ]uat that long do we pro- 
long the war and add to the tremen- 
dous sacrlfloe .of life and property." 

Here is the testimony of tlie Presi- 
dent of the United States, of the Sec- 
retary of tho Treasury, of the coun- 
try's most prominent labor man, of a

The Secretary, whoso department' 
administers the Federal Aid Road Act, 
stated also that the Government re- 
cognises that It la necessary to con- 
struct, reconstruct or maintain roads 
essential for military and vital eoono- 
|mic purpoaea and to defer action on 
: roads not of this class; and that It Is 
I desirable, wherever possible, to use 
local materoialB for road building and 
j maintenance in order to raUave rail- 
road trafllc.

The council is made up of a renresen- 
tative each from the Ilepartment of 
Agriculture .the ^\■ar nepnrtmcnt. the 
Rrailroad Administration, the Fuel 
Administration and the War Indus- 
tries Boards. It will form a unified 
agency for dealing, on behalf of the 
Federal Government, with highway 
constrnctlon, ma*Intenanee and polt- 
oleas. It will, of course, through the 
Oflloe of PubltO' Roads and Rural En- 
gineering of the Department, con- 
tinue the close contact already estab- 
lished, both formally by law nnd in- 
formally hy practice, with Hie Slate 
highway commission in • ai li Si.ii'' 

The Officer of I'uhllc Hoails and Uu- 
rail Kngineering and the lllgliwaya 
Counoll will actively consider the sup- 
ply, for hitliway purposes, or road 
oils, dsphnlts and other bituminous 
road materlbis controlled by the Fuel 
.Sdminis'tration, and -the matter of 
priority production tor highway ma- 
terials controlled by the War Indus- 
tries Board. They will also, in con- 
tact with the Railroad Administra- 
tion, nlrVJn securing, so far ss prse- 
tloahle. fa(ilitie8 for the transporta- 
tion of road materials and supplies. 
Purthi'rmiire. ilie Office cif Public 
Roads and Rural ICnglncerIng will act 
as the medium for furnishing infor- 
mation and a.^sistancp on highway 
prohlems, especially to Slate High- 
way autiiorities In meeting the var- 
ious difficulties which they encounter 
Work Planned Before War 

When the United States entered the 
war the work of planning State high- 
way systems, so that, as far as ne- 
cessary and feasible, they would con- 
nect with the systems of other States, 
was well under way. This resulted 
from efforts to administer the Fed- 
eral Aid Aoad Act, so that the roads 
of vital Importance for economic, 
military and other purposes should 
first be dealth with. The f'^ederal Aid 
Hoard Act — involving an aggre'.;ale 
five-year expenditure, directly and 
from Stale and local funds, of Jlfin,- 
000,0»o in addition to at least piM.- 
000,000 spent Independently each year 
by the ^States — provides tbat the 
States must maitain the roads and 
that before any money can be ex- 
pended the roads must be seleoied 
and approved and plans, apeclRca- 
tions and contracts submitted. It al- 
so provides that the Federal Govern- 
ment must Inspect the construction of 
the roads. 

Wnr Kmi\ Poilry .\d<iptPd 

Soon after the I'niled Stales enter- 
ed the war, the fleparlmcnl of ftgri- 
ciiltnre reiiuested the Slate Highway 
Commissions to Join it in direetiiig 
expenditures only on roads of prinu' 
importance for economic and military 
puruoses. In this undertaking, ilie 
Secretary says, the department h^s 
received the co-operation of Stata au- 
thorities. 

The department has been actively 
co-operating with the Capital Isanes 
Committee In tta taak of keeping out 
of the market bonds the issuance of 
which was not urgent from the point 
of view of aiding the Nation In win- 
ning the war. 

The Secretary also calls attention 
to the tact tbat road engi leers have 
been provided by the department for 
each of the army cantonments and 
for work on roads elsewhere in which 
military authorities were interested.

"SUNDAES" MAY VANISH 



.>c>v Sugar ItiiliiiK '.'or Jnly I Will 
Hit Hani Si»\» I'ihiiiIuIuh and 
( and} Makers, 



Soda fountain proprietors, candy 
manufacturers and other large "non- 
essential" users of sugar are anxious- 
ly and watchfully waiting the aavent 
of July 1. when new orders by the 
Federal Food Admiiilsiratlon relative 
to the future distrihution of the sweet 
saccharine substance will be issued. 

At present these businesses and 
manufacturing concerns are allowed 
lo use hut 80 per cent, of their nor- 
mal reqiiiremenl of sugar, and tbOUgn 
there has lifen no deiliiile announce- 
ment on which to forecast the eflecl 
of the unlii ipated ruling next moiiili. 
It is generally believed that far great 
er restrictions wilt be placed against 
the nonessentials 

I'roiirielors i<\ ,;ci(|,i fountains ex- 
hibit varying stakes of apprehension 
affected by the new ruling. 

That fountains will be "Sundaeless" 
during the remainder of the war. If 
the sugar restriction is made greater 
and not amended at any time, is the 
opinion of several leading caterers 
Thin dovs not mean that the soft drink 
emiiorluros will be forced to close, but 
that the refreshing dish of Ice cream 
which becomes a "Sundae" when fruit 
or flavor syrup.i are added will be 
fiiilierseded hy plain Ice cream and 
nothing else, unless fresli rriiii Is add- 
ed. This Is because of the fact that 
a great amount of sugar is necessary 
ill making the flavoring syrups. In 
some Slates the State food adminis- 
trators alrcadv !iu\(' rulciT agatnst the 
use of sugar syrups on ice cream. 

Tlie liiglily-rcKpeeled ice cream 
soda is not likely to vanish, however, 
unless the new regulations g^e such 
as to place great restrictions on the 
manufacture of Ice cream. Very lit- 
tle syrup Is used In this connection, 
as carhoiiaied waier enters largely In- 
to the making of iliis food-drink. 

Candy manufacturers generally be- 
lieve that the supply qf sugar avail- 
able for use will he considerably cut 
hy the ruling lo he made July 1

.Miss Susan Sitiirall. I.ee <.()iinty. 

While the reports siiow that there 
are approximately 200 illiterates in 
Mason county, no arrangements have 
been made to appoint an instructor 
for this contity. .Superititeiidenl Tiir- 
niiiaeed made tin application for an 
Instructor for Mason county for lie 
ti els that the teachers here will take 
the work upon themselves and do it 
well without nn Instructor. They have 
hceii eimaged in this sort of work for 
.■;iime time, K\er since tlie llfst moon- 
li);hl schools were organized In Ken- 
tucky the Mason county teachers have 
had a big part In reducing Illiteracy 
In Kentucky and they will do thclr 
full part this summer. 

\o definite arrangements have 
been made as vet for this summer's 
campaign but the teachers will soon 
get together ai^d adopt a plan suited 
to the work In this county. Already 
through their efforts the number of 
lllllerates have been reduced consid- 
erably in Mason county.
